|HE meat trust hat made 
iu eaiatcncc plainly felt 
in the kitchens of rich 
I .and poor. Even the gov¬ 
ernment of the United 
States baa seen fit to take action 
against the pork kings. Every one is 
talking about trusts snd the common 
people arc against them. 

• • « 

In regard to the outcome of the in¬ 
vestigation of the meat trust by the 
government it is safe to say that the 
result will be NOTHING in the fu¬ 
ture as it was NOTHING in the past. 

In other wotds—the meat trust and 
the other trusts own the government. 
• • • 

Every investigation of the trusts by 
the Republican government is a bluff. 

The court could find the “guilty 
conspirators’* in the esse of the boy¬ 
cotting Danbury hatters quickly 
enough—and the court found every 
member o^ the union guilty. 

But the investigators in Chiesgo 
vrill never find evidence sgainst the 
millionaires making up the meat'trust. 
« # • 

And the price of all kinds of meat 
continues to rise. It is now the high¬ 
est since -the war^wfaen the country 
was on a greenback basis. 

This meat trust has made it possi¬ 
ble for a few men representing the 
private interest of a few ftrma to fix 
' the ^ice of meat, the article of con¬ 
sumption which forms next to bread 
the moat important food for 90,000,- 
000 dtisens. 

• • •

of compttition. . Tbay can at their 
pleaaure exploit the nation. 


It ii reported that the net eaminga 
of the meat truat durinc the laat 
twelve years amounted to over $soo,- 
000,000 annually. 

And it is not the lack of cattle 
which has caused the rise in mest 
values—no matter what the hog kings 
may say. This country supplies a 
great part of the civilised world with 
flesh foods. 

A rationsl mjtnagement of the ex¬ 
isting supply would readily yield still 
greater increase of stock cattle than is 
obtained at present. But the ranch¬ 
men say that the packers oppress 
them. 

• * • 

Nor is the expense of the packing 
house excessive. In these plants til 
parts of the animals arc so handled 
! that nothing—simply nothing — is 
wasted. 

It is the beast of the packers that 
they utilise everything of the pig ex¬ 
cept the squeal. 

• • • 

At thr same time it is well known 
that workmen in the packing houses 
belong to the poorest paid and most 
exploited laborers in the country. 

It is really a disgrace to this coun¬ 
try that the government has not tak¬ 
en some steps to change the barbaric 
conditions in the big packing houses 
in spite of the expose made a few 
years ago by that celebrated book, 
“The Jungle." 

* « « 

So it is an undisputed fact that 
ucither the grower of the cattle, nor 
the worker in the packing house gets 
any advanuge from the abnormal 
gains of the packer. 

The truat simply dictates prices 
both for the raw material bought and 
for the product sold by it, and at the 


same time pays as little wages to its 
workmen as it is possible to pay 
Nor is this alL 


By its “route” cars, which are per¬ 
ambulating butcher shopa, it has de¬ 
stroyed the retail buiincss of tNe 
small towns, end it has been k.i'^.vn 
I for a long time that the retail dealers 
j in the large cities are simply its 
agents. 

By its cold storage houses the trust 
I controls alto the market for eggs, 

I butter, vegetables and fruits. 

• • • 

Its business transactions amount to 
$700,000,000 annually and this busi¬ 
ness is growing with the natural in¬ 
crease of the population. 

• • • 

And this shows plainly the nature 
of these exactions—while prices with¬ 
in the United States have been ad¬ 
vanced continually, those charged Eu¬ 
ropean conaumers have b^en adapted 
to the local state of each market. 

Thus. American meats are cheaper 
in London or Liverpool or Dublin, 
than they are in New York. Chicago 
or Milwaukee—the frozen meats of 
Australia compelling tlie reduction in 
Europe. 

• * • 

The fact is that under the Sherman 
law the combination of the meat 
packers is “illegal**—just as illegal as 
the blacklists against employes anJ 
the underhanded dealings against 
cattle dealers, which form a part of 
the conspiracy of the wholesale butch¬ 
ers against the public. 

However, the Sherman anti-trust 
law seems to work only against the 
trades unions.
